Emergency personnel 
spent nearly a full-day han¬ 
dling a gas leak on Garrison 
Road this week. 

This is the second time 
this has occurred in two 
months, at the same con¬ 
struction project. 

Garrison Road was closed 
between Ferndale Avenue 
and Green Acres Drive, from 
Wednesday, until Thursday 
evening. 

Fort Erie fire chief Larry 
Coplen provided an update 
on the situation and 
described what took place. 

A two -inchgasmainbroke 
off from an eight-inch gas 
main underground, a fair 
distance away from where 
the work was taking place. 

"Where they were digging 
was actually about 50 feet 
away from where the break 
was," said Coplen. 

This caused the gas to 
seep into the neighbour¬ 
hood through sewers and 
cause an odour that many 
residents in the area 
noticed.

Federal budget cuts 
mean more than 1,000 
jobs will be lost, local 
impact not known yet 


The union representing Niagara 
border guards warns border security 
will be compromised by federal 
spending cuts. 

More than 1,100 layoff notices 
were handed out by the Canada 
Border Services Agency earlier this 
week, including approximately 95 
letters sent to employees in southern 
Ontario. 

It is not known at this time how 
many workers will be affected in 
Niagara Falls and Fort Erie specifi¬ 
cally as the southern Ontario region 
includes Windsor and Sarnia. 

Customs and Immigration Union 
national president Jean-Pierre Fortin 
on Thursday said a total of 1,026 jobs 
will be eliminated within three 

He said the cuts will lead to an 
increase in weapons, drugs and child 
pornography entering Canada. 

The CIU represents 11,000 public 
safety workers with the CBSA. 

The union is a component of the 
Public Service Alliance of Canada 
(PSAC). 

Mike Fummerton, Ontario council 
representative for southwestern 
Ontario for the PSAC, said the cuts 
will effect CBSA employees in the 
intelligence, program services and 
support staff departments. 

"These cuts will absolutely affect 
Niagara," he said. "You're going to 
see less people doing the same 
amount of work." 

Fummerton said the cuts actually 
represent the elimination of 122 
positions in southern Ontario as 
there will also be cuts to front-line 
staff through attrition.

"There will be (border services 
officers) positions that, once people 
retire, those jobs will not be 
replaced." 

The PSAC also represents employ¬ 
ees at the Niagara district office of 
the Canadian Food Inspection 
Agency. It is not known if those 
workers will be affected by the cuts. 

Meanwhile, the Conservative gov¬ 
ernment maintains Canada's border 
"will remain closed to criminals and 
terrorists." 

Julie Carmichael, acting director 
of communications for Public Safety 
Minister Vic Toews said in an email 
to QMI Agency that the cuts will not 
impact security at international bor- 

"Our government has made signif¬ 
icant investments to ensure that we 
have a safe and effective border," 
Carmichael said, adding the govern¬ 
ment has increased front-line border 
officer positions by 26% since com- 

"We are now looking at ways to 
make our border leaner, more effi¬ 
cient and faster for Canadians. We 
will keep it open to legitimate travel 
and trade, but it will remain closed 
to criminals and terrorists." 

Carmichael said the agency will 
find savings by reducing unneces¬ 
sary spending and duplication of 
work and by streamlining adminis¬ 
tration services.

We should all learn something from the anniversary of the Titanic

Today marks the 100th 
anniversary of when the great 
Titanic plunged into the sea. 

occasion, I had the honour of 
speaking with Debbie Ervine 
who is the great-niece of 


Albert George Ervine. 

Ervine was an 18 year- 
old electrician—and the 
youngest member of his 
crew—on the famous ship. 

When the ship struck the 
ice berg and it was clear the 
vessel would flounder, 
Ervine was among many 
selfless men who worked 
_ deep in the ship's hull to 
keep the coal burning so 
the electricty could light the 
way of passengers fleeing to 
the top decks for a chance to 
take a seat in one of the lim¬ 
ited amount of lifeboats. 

The lifeboats were low¬ 


ered into the ocean with a 
hydraulic system that could 
only work with electricity. 

Without these men who 
continued to stoke the fires to 
keep the electricty on, the 
Captain andhiscrewwouldn't 
have been able to send word 
for help. 

According to eyewittness- 
es in the boats, the lights 
stayed on inside the massive 
ship until two minutes before 
it finally sank sometime 
around 2 a.m. on April 15. 

Many lives were saved that 
night because of the brave 
crewman who worked away- 


knowing they likely wouldn't 
survive the night 

Even though the Titanic 
sank 100 years ago, there is 
still so much that can be 
learned about it 

Many people lost their 
lives because a few people 
thought the ship couldn't 


school that people had said 
"God, himself could not sink 
this ship." 

They were very wrong. 

More than 1,500 people 
set sail on that ship to New 
York City and there were only 


enough lifeboats for half. 

What's even worse is when 
the ship actually started to 
sink, the lifeboats were only 
filled to half of their capacity. 

First class passengers were 
more likely to find a seat on a 
lifeboat as opposed to pas¬ 
sengers in second or third 

There were also a number 
of other construction issues 
with the ship itself even 
before it began its fatal voy¬ 
age. 

The Titanic is more than 
just a three-hour movie star¬ 
ing Kate Winslet and 


Leonardo Dicaprio. 

The sinking of the Titanic 
isapartofhistory and has the 
potential to teach many dif¬ 
ferent lessons. 

It says a lot about society 
at that time, especially the 
class systems. 

It's a tragedy that should 
never have happened in the 
first place and there is much 
that can be learned by study¬ 
ing it.

About 3,000 Canadian 
students attend university 
or college in Western New 
York.

Students spend money 
on food, entertainment, 
housing, transportation 
and they bring a positive 
economic impact. 

Why do the kids in our 


town have to leave for their 
education? 

The City of Brantford was 
going through a similar 
situation not too long ago. 

Industry was down, leav¬ 
ing the town to become 
run down and many of its 
businesses were closing. 

Now, there is a vibrant 
downtown with four satel¬ 
lite campuses—Mohawk, 
McMaster, Nippissing and 
Fanshawe.
